Methods of Vocational Guidance 
In Europe Outlined to Conference 


Europe has much to offer the Unit- 


ed States in methods of vocational 
guidance and education, yet there is 
no system in effect in any country 
there which we could profitably take 
over entirely, Dr. Franklin J. Keller, 
director of the National Occupation- 
al Conference, yesterday told the mem- 
bers of the conference on vocational 
guidance and education for negroes, 
which is in session this week at At- 
lanta University. Dr. Keller’s survey 
of what is happening in Europe is the 
result of two extended tours he made 
during the last summers. 


Two factors color the condition of 
Europe—unemployment which exists 
everywhere except in Rusisa, and na- 
tionalism, which affects the thinking 
and action of every European state, 
Dr. Keller stated.
